CSNS  ISSUES  MEDALS 

A series  of  medals  com- 
memorating their  50th  anni- 
versary of  the  Central  Sta- 
tes Numismatic  Society  is  to 
be  released  in  April. 

"A  total  of  six  varie- 
ties of  medals  in  two  sizes 
will  be  produced,"  according 
to  Rich  Hartzog,  CSNS  medal 
committee  chairman. 

Designs  for  the  medals 
were  by  Scott  Blazek  and 
Hermke  Timm,  both  of  whom 
were  awarded  $500  in  a de- 
sign competition. 

The  obverse  design  by 
Blazek  depicts  Seated  Lib- 
erty within  the  arc  of  a 
large  "L"  signifying  the  Ro- 
man numeral  50,  the  reverse 
by  Timm,  features  an  eagle 
atop  the  CSNS  logo,  surroun- 
ded by  13  stars,  represent- 
ing the  13  Central  states, 
and  the  anniversary  dates. 

The  series  includes  one- 
ounce  silver  medals  in  both 
uncirculated  and  proof  ver- 
sions priced  at  $14.95  and 
$24.95,  respectively  plus  $3 
postage  per  order.  A proof 
1- ounce  pure  gold  and  silver 
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two-piece  set,  limited  to 
130  sets,  is  priced  at  $525, 
plus  $9  postage.  All  vers- 
ions of  the  l05-inch  medals 
are  being  produced  by  Silv- 
erlowne. 


Also  available  is  a th- 
ree-inch, eight- ounce  silvei 
medal,  priced  at  $129  0 9- 
plus  $5  postage,  and  a three 
inch  bronze  medal,  foi 
$34o95.  These  large,  higl: 
relief  art  medals  are  being 
produced  by  V.H.  Blackingtor 
of  Attleboro  Falls,  MA0 

All  medals  will  be  for- 
mally released  and  available 
to  collectors  at  the  CSNS 
50th  Anniversary  Convention 
April  20-23  in  Kansas  City, 
Kansas o Those  ordered  by 
mail  will  be  shipped  immedi- 
ately following  the  conven- 
tion.

His  biggest 
and  most  expensive  coin  is 
the  1794  flowing  hair  dollar 
which  has  depreciated  from 
its  high  which  was  in  the 
early  1980's.  He  has  won 
several  awards  with  his  Dan- 
ish exhibit. 

When  asked  how  he  got 
started  in  collecting,  he 
replied,  "I  started  during 
the  second  war  while  in  Eng- 
land. I acquired  a type  set 
of  the  coins  we  were  then 
using.  I concentrated  on 
type  coins  dated  1944,  the 
year  I was  stationed  there 
and  serving  in  the  medical 
corps.  I still  have  this  set 
of  coins." 

When  asked  about  his 
best  find,  Don  said  this, 
"My  best  "find"  was  a 
silver  dollar  in  VF 
tion.  It  was  found  in 
of  bullion  dollars

80.  Also  in  that  dollar  bag 
were  more  than  200  choice 
uncirculated  dollars  worth 
considerable  more  than  their 
bullion  value." 

And  finally,  Don's  ad- 
vice to  the  person  just  sta- 
rting out  in  numismatics, 
"Type  coins  are  very  popular 
now  and  I believe  they  will 
be  the  choice  of  collectors 
far  into  the  future.  The  new 
collector  should  go  after 
the  highest  grade  affordable 
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preferrably  about  uncircu- 
lated, A little  more  spent 
for  a coin  today  will  pay 
off  big  dividends  in  years 
to  come "

"The  ANA  is  the  ideal 
lace  for  everyone  to  see 
his  rare  coin,"  Bebee  said, 
tfe  decided  to  donate  the 
ickel  to  the  ANA  because 
t”s  the  most  famous  of  the 
913  Liberty  Head  nickels, 
nd  we  want  collectors  and 
he  public  to  be  able  to  see 


The  Bebee 's  bought  Mac's 
nickel  in  1967  at  the  ANA's 
convention  auction  in  Miami, 
Florida  for  a then  record 
price  of  $46,000o 

Historywise,  collectors 
became  aware  of  the  coin 
when  a former  Mint  employee 
Samuel  W.  Brown  tried  to 
sell  the  five  coins  in  1920 
for  $600  eacho  In  1943  J-V. 
McDermott  purchased  the  coin 
for  $900,  it  was  the  poorest 
strike  of  the  five  1913  ni- 
ckels • 

McDermott,  who  owned  the 
coin  until  his  death  in  1966, 
turned  down  many  offers  to 
sell  it,  even  when  offered 
$50, 000 o However,  he  was 
very  generous  in  showing  the 
coin0  He  frequently  showed 
it  to  strangers  he  met  in 
taverns . 

Editors  notes  In  1958, 
Chet  Krause  introduced  your 
editor  to  J.V.  McDermott  in 
a hotel  bar,  Mac  produced 
the  1913  ( in  a holder)  and 
slid  it  down  the  bar  for  us 
to  look  at.  What  a great 
guy!

This  makes  it 
very  comfortable  for  young 
collectors  to  collect  Can- 
adian coins  without  having 
to  memorize  any  complicated 
monetary  system  or  working 
with  strange  monetary  units. 

Canada  also  has  a number 
of  coins  from  powerful  Eur- 
opean nations  which  had  col- 
onies there o France  was  the 
first,  issuing  coins  from 
1670  until  1722.  This  bro- 
ught about  a colorful  his- 
tory of  coins  and  tokens,  as 
well  as  the  famous  playing 
card  money  (the  first  use  of 
paper  money  as  such  in  the 
western  hemisphere) 0 England 
was  next,  issuing  coinage 
and  tokens  up  until  confed- 
eration.

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WISCONSIN  LEGISLATIVE  ALERT 


If  you’re  a collector  or  dealer  living  in  Wisconsin  you’ll  want  to 
know  about  a bill  recently  introduced  in  Madison  which  could  adversely 
affect  your  interests.  Representative  Peggy  Krusick  of  Milwaukee 
is  sponsoring  Assembly  Bill  58,  similar  to  a measure  previously  rejected 
in  the  last  two  sessions  of  the  Legislature.  This  bill  will  require  all 
localities  in  the  State  to  establish  licensing  for  second  hand  article 
dealers,  including  coin  and  sportscard  dealers,  whether  or  not  the  local 
unit  of  government  feels  such  licensing  is  appropriate  in  their  area. 

In  fact,  the  definition  of  a second  hand  article  dealer  is  so  vaguely 
crafted  that  an  argument  could  reasonably  be  made  that  the 
active  collector  who  engages  in  buying  and  selling  would  be  required  to 
obtain  a license  under  threat  of  criminal  prosecution. 

The  bill  would  invade  the  privacy  of  collectors  by  requiring  a dealer 
who  purchases  from  the  public  to  obtain  certain  specific  identification 
from  customers  and  under  some  circumstances  to  fingerprint  their 
collector  customers  who  sell  to  them.  The  dealer  would  also  be  required 
to  maintain  records  of  his  purchases  from  collectors  and  provide 
this  information  to  the  police. 

I don’t  know  about  you,  but  I’m  left  with  an  uncomfortable  feeling 
when  any  state  tells  its  cities  and  towns  how  they  should  conduct  their 
local  affairs.  It  also  gives  me  an  uneasy  feeling  realizing  professional 
thieves  will  know  that  dealers  are  required  to  maintain  records  of 
the  names  and  addresses  of  their  collector  customers  available  at  their 
place  of  business.  These  kinds  of  files  will  certainly  become 
valuable  theft  targets  in  themselves. 

This  is  an  unsound  bill  against  the  interests  of  the  numismatic 
community  and  deserves  to  be  defeated.  With  your  help  it  can  be  stopped. 
Without  your  active  involvement  it  could  well  become  law  and  sadly 
introduce  the  era  of  Big  Brother  to  coin  collecting  in  Wisconsin. 

You  can  help  by  writing  to  your  Wisconsin  Assemblyman  and  Senator 
and  asking  them  to  vote  against  Assembly  Bill  58.  If  you  don’t  know  who 
your  Senator  and  Assemblyman  are  you  can  call  the  Wisconsin 
Legislative  Hotline  toll  free  at  (800)  362-9696.  Tell  the  operator  your 
address  and  she’ll  be  able  to  give  you  the  name  and  mailing 
address  of  your  legislators  in  Madison. 

You’ll  also  be  able  to  leave  a short  message  with  the  operator  to  be 
passed  along  to  your  legislators  telling  them  of  your  opposition  to 
Assembly  Bill  58.  This  bill  is  a serious  threat  to  collectors  and  dealers 
alike  and  your  help  is  needed  to  defeat  it.  Call  or  write  your  legislators  in 
Madison  today  and  ask  them  to  vote  against  Assembly  Bill  58.

The  youth  clubs  and  tho- 
se promoted  as  social  clubs 
by  religious  leaders  were 
short  lived,  they  simply  had 
no  hard  core  to  carry  them. 

The  small  membership  cl- 
ubs rose  and  fell  on  pretty 
much  the  same  premise,  some 
of  these  were  propped  up  in- 
itially by  "transient"  mem- 
bers who  drove  20  to  50  mil- 
es on  a meeting  night  to  be 
officers  and  leaders  of  the- 
se clubs. 

Unexplainably , there 
were  several  clubs  with 
strong  hard  cores  that  fold- 
ed also,  the  Beaver  and  Ste- 
vens Point  clubs  the  most 
difficult  to  understand. 

Here  are  some  of  the 
ghosts  of  Wisconsin  numisma- 
tic past,  perhaps  you  atten- 
ded one  of  their  meetings  or 
shows.  Arrowhead,  Barron 
City,  Beaver  Dam,  Bel-tel, 
Black  River,  Burlington, 
Elkhorn,  Jackson  City,  Mar- 
inette, Marshfield,  Neenah- 
Menasha,  Paper  Cities,  Rich- 
land, Viroqua,  Waupun  and 
Wolf  River. 
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Some  clubs  lost  meeting 
sites  during  the  energy  cru- 
nch of  the  1970's,  others 
could  not  survive  the  loss 
to  death  of  key  leaders,  and 
some  clubs  "consolidated", 
drawing  the  members  of  sev- 
eral clubs  into  one. 

We  still  have  a strong 
base  of  local  coin  clubs  in 
Wisconsin,  but  you  have  to 
pause  and  wonder  if  the  loc- 
al coin  club  didn't  peak  in 
those  wonderful  days  of  the 
1960 ' s o
